U, S, Ready to Use Warships 
-To Obtain Liner's Release 


(By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct.  24.—Develop- 
ments’ of a ‘few hours today in the re- 
lations between the United States and 
Mexico emphasized a gravity of affairs 
more ominous than at any time since 
President Wilson's administration 
gan. Absolute silence was the order in 
official quartors. 

The release of the Ward liner Morro 
Castle, after perempiory demands by the 
United States, terminated a delicate sit- 
uation. Orders were in preparation to 
the commanders of the American war- 
ships lying off Vera Cruz to insist on 
her release. 

STATEMENT PREPARING 

‘A statement was in preparation today 
by Secretary. Bryan and Counsellor, 
John Bassett Moore, which Secretary 
Bryan brought to the White House for 
the president's approval. No intimation 
as to its contents was revealed, but 
there was every, reason to believe that 
before many hours had passed, a

tice by the United States that it wil 
not brook Huropean interference in 
Mexico by the warships dispatched to 


Mexican waters by the various foreign 
governments would be proclaimed. 

It is understood also that the United 
States by the same statemeft will re- 
iterate’ the American policy that only 
governments founded on constitutional 
law and ‘order will be recognized on the 
western hemisphere.

The New Mexican Crisis. 


Predicted crises in the Mexican situation have 
blown harmlessly over so often that we have come to 
regard the difficulties across the Southern border as 
self-adjusting, That conditions have been serious and 
have required the most cautious and tactful treatment 
from the Washington Government, everyone knows. 
But so far each problem, to the extent that it con- 
cerned the United States, has worked itself peace- 
fully out. 

Months ago a few alarmists were clamoring for in- 
tervention, insisting that American property and lives 
were being shamefully sacrificed in Mexico and that 
our national honor demanded drastic action. But the 
Administration refused to be rushed into a violent 
course and its wise policies were approved by the 
entire country.

Help the Blind : 
To Help Themselves. 


The appeal of the Georgia Association for the 
Blind for public aid in continuing the admirable 
work it has begua should win a liberal and imms- 
diate response from the good people of Atlanta and 
of the entire State. 

‘The promoters of this cause have made a sin- 
gularly brave effort to establish and maintain an in- 
stitution where the adult blind can become self-sup- 
porting. Over a year ago they purchased, on attrac- 
tive terms, the property at 333 Simpson street and 


_ there inaugurate. an industrial home and school. 


The ‘initial outlay for machinery and equipment, 
however, was naturally much larger than the early 
income of the institution could cover and at, the 
same time provide for deferred payments ‘on the 
property. To the extent that sorely limited funds 
would permit, excellent work has been done; but the 
time has now arrived when the school must either 
be helped or permanently closed. 

A remaining indebtedness of two thousand dollars 
on the site and buildings is past due. It must be 
met by the first Tuesday in November, or all the re- 
sources and faith that have been put into this en- 
deavor will be, sacrificed. An additional thousand 
dollars is necessary as a working capital. The public 
is asked to subscribe this fund and thereby save 
from death one of the most useful and humanitarian 
enterprises ever undertaken in Georgia. 

There are hundreds of blind people who are de- 
pendent but who are eager to support themselves. 
It is not only cruel to them but also unjust to society 
that they should be driven to a precarious life of 
alms-seeking, when with a little intelligent aid they 
could be employed in a productive occupation. The 
useful and really noble purpose of the. Georgia Asso- 
ciation for the Blind is to open for all such a way to 
self-help. 

The Association was peculiarly fortunate in secur- 
ing the property at 333 Simpson street. On the rear 
of this lot there is a building of two and a half stories 
designed for a broom factory, while on the front is a 
six-room dwelling that can be used as dormitory for 
the workmen—precisely the kind of place for such an 
institution. Here is an ideal opportunity to supply 
for the entire State a need which is felt to a greater 
or less degree in every city and every county. Surely, 
the open-hearted people of Georgia will not suffer this 
fine undertaking to fail when a few thousand dollars 
contributed now will set it firmly and swiftly on the 
road to success! 

Once well established, the institution will soon be- 

come independent and will permanently relieve the 
publie of this sort of charity. That this is true, the 
record of the Association in the early and most diffi- 
cult stage of its effort clearly attests. On September 
the first, 1912, the Association opened a broom fac- 
tory at the Simpson street property with a capital 
of only one hundred and twenty-five dollars and with 
an indebtedness of sixty dollars on machinery. From 
that day until July the twelfth, 1913, there were ac- 
complished with these spare resources and with un- 
trained blind meh, the following results: Theirty-one 
hundred dollars wortr. of brooms manufactured and 
sold, two thousand one hundred and seventy-one dol- 
lars paid to blind workmen, twelve hundred and fifty- 
four dollats paid for broom material, one hundred 
and forty dollars paid for machinery, one hundred 
and six dollars devoted to charity work among the 
blind one hundred and fifty-three dollars paid on 
the property and divers other sums spent for incl- 
dental expenses, “ 

The fact is the institution has proved a remark- 
able succes in the light of the many obstacles it met 
in its experimental stage and the scant capital upon 
which it was forced to work. It has abundantly 
merited the public’. confidence; it should receive the 
hearty good will and help pf all Atlantians and all 
Georgians who haye an “eye for pity or a hand for 
charity. 

The Journal cordially commends this humane and 
distinctly practical cause and joins the Georgia Asso- 
ciation for the Blind in its appeal. 

A few thousand dollars given now will save a gra- 
cious and wonderfully useful cause from failure. 

It will bring hope into hundreds of darkened eyes 
and cheer into the hearts of many who are groping 
through tragic shadows. 

It will mean self support and that priceless treasure 
of the soul, self-respect, to scores and scores of men 
who otherwise must fall to beggary.

Editorials in Brief 


An employe of the treasury department at Wash- 
ington has undergone a volutary examination by a 
medical board of the public health service to secure 
a certificate of fitness for marriage.

If*Shakes~ 
peare is net of an age, but for all time, why, the au- 
thor would ask, should he not profit by modern stage 
properties, and why is it necessary to isolate his work 
from thc run of present-day plays? Of course the 
s@holarly might reply that by the same token “Aga- 
memnon” should be performed, in accerdance with our 
fashion, with all the murder in full view, as it was 
actually given by the Kinemacolor a year or 50 &g0- 
Dr. Johnson {= quoted only to be confounded: 

“Sir, said Dr. Johnson, “I have not even met- 
tioned ‘Little Davy’ in the preface to my Shakespeare.” 

“Why?” ventured Boswell, “Do yoty not admire 
that great actor?” 

“Yes,” replied the doctor, “as a poor player who 
frets and struts his hour upon the stage—as a shadow. 

“But,” persisted “Boswell, “has he not brought 
Shakespeare into notice?" 

At this the immortal legicographer fired up. 
to allow that would be to lampoon the age Many of 
Shakespeare's plays are the worse for being acted. 

Then Boswell, Scotsman that he was, once more Fre- 
plied with a question: “What! is nothing gained by

Of the audience, part 
Were attracted by the far-famed “Sa- 
Jome dances,” part by a natural love 
of music, and still others by the sim- 
ple desire to see a good show. 

And the music lovers and the show 
lovers were not disappointed.  Per- 
haps the devotees of the dance were. 
For “Salome” is shorn of aught in the 
way of terpsichorean sensation save a 
contortionist’s exhibition which rightly 
does not deserve the name of dance. 

The company headed by Joseph PF. 
Sheehan, tenor robusto, is the equal of 
any opera company that Atlanta has 
Seen outside of the Metropolitan stars. 
True, the number of good voices are 
limited, the chorus is small and the 
orchestra is a distinct disappointment. 
but the ability of the leading singers 
cannot be questioned, and the produc- 
tion lacks nothing in wealth of costume 
and ambitious scenery, 

Mr. Sheehan, who sings the role of 
John the Baptist, possesses a rich ten- 
or that blends well with the soprano 
of Madame Le Brun, “Salome,” in their 
several ducts, Mile. Lydia Sturtevant, 
molding her soprana to a contralto role, 
is pleasing both with her voice and in 
histrionic ability, — as 
queen, while Harold Geis’ bass is deep 
and true in the part of Phanuel. Charles 
Swickard had a rather weak voice to 
sing Herod's role, but otherwise was 
aptly suited to it. 

The* Massenette opera interprets the 
biblical story of John the Baptist and 
Salome rather broadly. There is proper- 
ly no “Salome dance”: no request by 
Salome of “John the Baptist’s head on 
a charger”; no instigation by her moth- 
er for her to do this; no hesitation on 
the part of Herod to execute the proph- 
et in accordance with his oath to Sa- 
lome. Instead there is a very beauti- 
ful love story of John and Salome ana 
her plea before the king to save him. 
And she slays herself. Diligent

Mrs. Eaton had expressed fondness 
for the admiral, although she did not 
always speak of him in affectionate 
terms. She told Judge Kelley that her 
husband was becoming insane from the 
use of dru but when the witness pro- 
posed having him arrested or committed 
to an insane hospital, she declared that 
she would not allow any one “to harm 
a hair of the admiral's head.”
